U. S. FAILS TO BAR ARIZONA 
FROM BLOCKING PARKER DAM 


Supreme Court Denies Injunction Forbidding 
Interference and Work Stops on Colorado 
_ River Job. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The 
Supreme Court today refused to 
Prohibit Arizona from interfering 
with the construction of Parker 
Dam on the Colorado River. The 
court denied the permanent injunc- 
tion asked by the United States. 

The State militia was called out 
and martial law was declared last 
November to halt the work which 
began on the Colorado River near 
Boulder Dam, in September. 

_ Arizona, which opposed construc- 
tion of Boulder Dam, wants addi- 
— rights to Colorado River wa- 
er. 

The United States, which sought 
the injunction, contended the State 
was obstructing it in the exercise 
of its constitutional authority over 
navigable streams and irreparable 
damage would be sustained if con- 
tinued. 

The State insists the dam is pri- 
marily for the benefit of the metro- 
politan water district of Southern 
California. 

Justice Butler, delivering the 
court's opinion, said the law pro- 
hibited the construction of dams 
across navigable streams without 
the consent of Congress, and said 
Congress had not authorized the 
Parker dam. He added the dam 


had not been authorized by the Na- 
tional Recovery Act, and had not 
been approved by the direct order 
of the President. 

The dam not having been author- 
ized by the Federal Government, he 
said, the Government was not enti- 
tled to an injunction prohibiting Aril 
zona from interfering with it. 


No dissent was announced. The 
decision will have the effect of set- 
ting aside the temporary injunction 
the court recently issued. 

The Government argued the dam 
was within its authority to create 
public works for the advantage and 
benefit of the people. Arizona has 
contended that not only would ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 acre-feet of 
water be diverted each year into 
Southern California, but it was pro- 
posed to generate large quantities 
of electric power to be used there. 

The United States declared the 
dam would improve navigation and 
assist in flood control. Arizona re- 
plied it would be an insuperable ob- 
stacle to navigation between points 


'on the Colorado River in that vicin- 


ity. 

Construction work onthe Parker 
dam was halted today by Dr. 
Elwood Mead, Commissioner of 
Reclamation after the Supreme 
Court decision. 


3 CONVICTS DROP OVER WALL, 
ESCAPE, FOURTH BREAKS LEGS 


260-Pound Man Caught After They 
Hammer Out Window at Joliet 
Prison Hospital. 
By the Associated Press. 

JOLIET, Ill, April 29.—Three 
convicts hammered out a window 
in the state penitentiary diagnostic 
hospital with a’ wrench early today 


and escaped by dropping over a 25- 
foot wall. A fourth, Arthur (Big 
Six) Schroeder, weighing 260 
pounds, broke both legs at the an- 
kle in the drop, and was captured. 
The three who escaped were Ed- 
ward Martin, 30 years old; George 
Patterson, 45, and William Kuirk- 
patrick, 33. Patterson later was 
captured undér a box car 10 miles 
east of the prison. 

The men used a monkey wrench 
and 10-foot sash cord to escape. 
About 2 a. m,. they knocked the 
bars from their window, climbed a 
fire escape near a guard tower and 
let down the length of cord. 

Martin was serving a sentence of 
one to 20 years for robbery; Patter- 
son one to 14 years on a forgery 
conviction, and Kirkpatrick one to 
20 years for robbery.

CENTRAL TRADES VOTES 
10 BOYCOTT CARDINALS 


Demands = Durocher Make 
‘Proper Settlement’ for ‘Af- 
front to Organized Labor.’ 


The Central Trades and Labor 
Union voted yesterday to refrain 
from patronizing St. Louis Cardinal 
baseball games as long as Leo 
Durocher, captain and star short- 
stop, remains in the lineup, or un- 
til Durocher makes amends for an 


alleged affront to organized labor. 
Delegates to the Central 
represent approximately 70,000 
labor union members. The Cardin- 
als do not play here again until 
May 17. 

The boycott grew out of an in- 


‘cident last Feb. 22 when Miss Dor- 


ris Smith, a garment worker, was 
arrested for disturbing the  ball- 
player’s peace near the Forest City 
Manufacturing Co., 1627 Washing- 
ton boulevard, where a strike was 
called by the Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union last January. Mrs. 
Durocher is a dress designer for 
the Forest City company, and her 
husband had taken her to work. 
He gave testimony in Police Court 
on April 10 on the basis of which 
Miss Smith was fined $240. An ap- 
peal is pending. 
“Proper Settlement.” 

The oral motion, on which the 
vote was taken at yesterday’s meet- 
ing, was that union members stay 
away from Cardinal games as long 
as Durocher appears in-the lineup, 
or “until a proper settlement is 
made.” What would constitute a 
“proper settlement” was not speci- 
fied, but union leaders interpreted 
the provision as meaning that an 
apology would be acceptable. In 
a letter to Baseball Commissioner 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis several 
weeks ago, the International La- 
dies’ Garment Workers’ Union com- 
plained that Durocher had told 
strikers that “you are walking the 
streets for nothing and while you 
are starving my wife is getting as 
much in one day as you would in 
a week.” 

Durocher, reached by telephone 
at Cincinnati where the Cardinals 
play today, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he was surprised at 
the union attitude. 

"T have. nothing against’ the 
union, and I don’t understand why I 
should be singled out,” he said. “I 
was within my rightsintaking my 
wife to work, and when that inci- 
dent occurred on the street, the girl 
was arrested and I was summoned 
to appear against her. I had no 
choice but to appear and testify. I 
know nothing about the merits of 
the strike and certainly have done 
nothing to any union. My wife is 
an executive of the Forest City 
Co., and is not eligible for union 
membership. If she were eligible I 
think she would join the union.” 

Silent on Reported Remark. 

Asked if he intended to apolo- 
gize, Durocher said that to the best 
of his knowledge he had done noth- 
ing for which he could apologize. 
He declined to comment on his re- 
ported remark to strikers. 

Branch Rickey, vice-president of 
the Cardinal organization, said he 
considered the boycott “unfortu- 
nate,” adding: “I do not believe 
that Durocher has any quarrei 
with any group or. organization. 
This is a misunderstanding, The 
action should certainly not be di- 
rected against the Cardinal organi- 
zation, which had no part or con- 
trol over the incident. The club 
cannot be held responsible for the 
reported action of a player off the 
field. Cardinal officials will use 
their influence to clear up the mis- 
understanding.”

Tony Cipriano, brother of the no- 
torious gunman, Caesar Cipriano, 
who was murdered in the Sicilian 
Cuckoo gang war in 1926, was shot 
in the back and gravely wounded in 
front of 1510 Biddle street at 10:40 
a. m, today. 

Cipriano, who is classified by the 
police as a former bootlegger, fled 
west a block and south to Carr

steet after being shot, and ran into 
a grocery at 1600 Carr street, where 
he asked that the police be called. 
He said he was shot without warn- 
ing and did not see his assailant. 

Mrs. Cipriano told a _  Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at City Hospital that 
she and her husband left their home 
at 3517 Easton avenue a few min- 
utes before the shooting to take 
their 2-year-old son, Pete, who had 
been ailing, to the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Leo Guccione, at 1510 
Biddle street. 

Shot “Sounded Like Blowout.” 

“IT got out of the Packard with 
she said, “and Tony was 
still in the car. I started up the 
steps into the house and I heard 
something, it sounded like a blow- 
out. I looked around and Tony 
was running up the street. I went 
after him and he said somebody had 
shot him.” 

Mrs. Cipriano said that her hus- 
band, who is 28 years old, had not 
worked since two years ago, when 
he gave up a job as a chauffeur for 
a fruit company operated b-, Sicili- 
ans. For the past two years, she 
said, he has been “living on his 
money, eating it up.” 

Leo Guccione, Mrs, Cipriano’s 
brother-in-law, told policemen he 
was in his father’s saloon at 1505 
Biddle street, across the street from 
the Guccione home, when he saw 
Cipriano start running west up the 
street. 

“T didn’t hear anything,’ he said. 
“T ran after Tony, and when I 
caught up I went into the grocery 
store at Sixteenth and Carr with 
him to call the police. He told me 
he didn’t know who had shot him.” 

Hit in Small of Back. 

Cipriano was struck in the small 
of the back by a bullet which lodged 
under the skin just below the 
breastbone. A _ blood transfusion 
was administered. 

“Someone slipped up behind me 
and shot me,” he said to policemen. 
“Now go away, I’m sleepy.” 

Arrested more than 60 times in 
the past 10 years, Cipriano is now 
under indictment in Federal Court 
with Joseph Borak on a charge of 
conspiracy to violate the internal 
revenue laws by possessing liquor 
On which no tax had been paid. 
Federal Court records also show 
that a Tony Cipirano was sentenced 
to four months in jail and fined 
$100 in 1927 for operating a still in 
St. Charles County. 

Cipriano was the tenant in a 
building at the northeast corner of 
Glasgow avenue and Madison street 
which was wrecked by an_ explo- 
siono of undetermined origin the 
night of Nov. 25, 1934, causing in- 
juries to 12 persons in the neighbor- 
hood. He said he had operated a 
saloon in the place, but had aban- 
doned it two weeks before the ex- 
plosion because of poor business. He 
had rented it from Joseph Guccione, 
3645 Finney avenue. 

Last January Cipriano was sen- 
tenced by Judge Dickmann in Court 
of Criminal Correction to serve out 
$820 in fines and costs at $3 a day 
for careless driving and leaving the 
scene of injury to two persons 
struck by his automobile. He served 
only 30 days and was released with- 
out obligation to report on his pa- 
role. 


FRENCH AIR SQUADRON 10 HALT 
GERMAN PLANES AT BORDER 


Stationed on Frontier Following Re- 
ports of Spying on Fortifications 
by Reich’s Aviators. 

METZ, France, April 29.—Twelve 
fast pursuit planes capable of a 
speed of more than 220 miles an 
hour were assigned today to patrol 
duty on the French frontier, to keep 
German airplanes from spying on 
French fortifications. 

Half of these planes will be sta- 
tioned at Strasbourg and the others 
here. Their pilots have been in- 
structed to pursue any foreign air- 
piane which flies over the frontie-. 

French sources recently charged 
German planes flew over fortified 
regions at least four times in dis- 
regard of regulations.

LONDON, April 29.—Sir John 
Simon, British Foreign Secretary, 
told the House of Commons today: 
“The German Government has in- 
timated that orders have been giv- 
en for the construction of 12 sub- 
marines of 250 tons each. This mat- 
ter now is under consideration.” 


Although Sir John did not ampli- 
fy this statement, it was said in 
other quarters that the German 
construction was understood to 
have been under way for some time. 

Simon said the Government was 
considering the “legality” of the 
German submarine disclosures but 
had not yet determined whether it 
should protest to the League of 
Nations. 

He did not reply to a question 
as to whether “it was proposed to 
go on with the naval conversations 
between Great Britain and Ger- 
many.” 

“T ought not be pressed to give 
a further answer today,’ he said 
under questioning. 

One of the questions 
whether the Government would 
“take immediate steps to bring 
notice of this further violation of 
the Versailles treaty to the League 
of Nations.” 

Sir John disclosed the Govern- 
ment’s information regarding the 
12 submarines was dated April 25. 
He said the information contained 
no official intimation regarding 
the reopening of the submarine 
school at Kiel, as reported in some 
political quarters here. 

Parleys With France, Italy. 

Cabinet members arranged for 
immediate consultations with 
France and Italy on the German 
naval program. 

Reports reaching informed quar- 
ters here from Berlin said Germany 
was planning the immediate expan- 
sion of its fleet with the initial con- 
struction of five to eight hattle- 
ships of 35,000 tons; six battle 
cruisers; 25 to 40 large and ;small 
cruisers; 50 to 75 destroyers; sev- 
eral aircraft carriers, in addition to 
the submarines. 

It was said in these quarters that 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler's program was 
somewhat vague in many particu- 
lars because he had made it clear 
that Germany was not committing 
itself definitely pending an _ ex- 
change of views during’ the 
scheduled Anglo-German § techni- 
cal naval conversations. A source in 
close touch with the situation said 
the British Cabinet was expected to 
order the conversations to proceed 
as planned. 

British navy officials will discuss 
the German plan with Francois 
Pietri, the French Minister of Ma- 
rine, who left Paris for London to- 
day. 

For Use of “Escalator Clause.” 
One strong group within the con- 
servative party today urged that 
the Government make use of the 
“escalator clause” of the London 
naval treaty. (Article 21 of the 
treaty.) Such action, it was said, 
would permit Great Britain to build 
more submarines and other small 
craft. This treaty automatically 
expires at the end of 1936, at the 
same time that Japan’s denuncia- 
tion of the Washington treaty of 
1922 takes effect. 

A proposal that Great Britain 
repudiate the London naval treaty 
as Japan did the Washington tre- 
aty last December featured news- 
paper editorials and articles deal- 
ing with the situation. 

Immediate notice that Great 
Britain no longer can be bound by 
the limitations of the London tre- 
aty, which deals with submarines 
and other smaller craft, advocated 
by the Conservative Post, would 
mean the end of the last remain- 
ing disarmament agreement the 
world possesses. 

Lloyd George to Give Ideas. 

David Lloyd George was to enter 
into further conference with Cab- 
inet leaders today and tomorrow to 
discuss his “new deal” program, an 
important phase of which involves 
foreign policy. 

Prime Minister MacDonald in an 
article published today vigorously 
attacked the “scare-monger” tac- 
tics of what he said was the “pop- 
ular press” of Great Britain.

HOOVER RECALLS REMARKS 
OF COOLIDGE ON PURGATORY 


“Three Kinds,” Said Late President, 
Who Wanted Grafters “to Get 
All—Without Probation.” 


NEW YORK, April 29.—Herbert 
Hoover, in a current magazine arti- 
cle, writes that his predecessor in 
the White House, Calvin Coolidge, 


had no patience with corruption in 
public life, and on one occasion 
he was moved by “a certain current 
scandalous transaction” to remark: 

“‘Some people think they can es- 
cape purgatory. There are three 
purgatories to which people can be 
consigned: To be damned by one’s 
fellows; to be damned by the 
courts; to be damned in the next 
world. I want these men to get 
all three—without probation.’” 

“He was a man kindly and deep 
in his attachments,” Hoover writes, 
“but he classed a quality in public 
men who engaged in backslapping 
and who at once addressed new ac- 
quaintances by their first names as 
a species of ‘infantile dema- 
goguery.’ 

“Mr. Coolidge was a man of com- 
plete intellectual honesty, and to 
him the worst epithet he could use 
about public men who privately 
professed one thing and who pub- 
licly advocated another, and who 
promised things they Knew no man 
could bring about, was_ simply 
‘demagogue.’ And he could amplify 
his diagnosis of such individuais 
with effectiveness.”

KING GEORGE'S WINDSOR GREYS

LEM MOTLOW TAX 
DECISION AFFIRMED 


Supreme Court Holds He Must 
Pay Levy on Land Occu- 
pied by Distillery.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The 
United States Supreme Court in a 
per curiam decision today affirmed 
the decision of the Missouri 5Su- 
preme Court that Lem Mctlow, own- 
er of the land upon which the no- 
torious Jack Daniel Distillery was 
located, was liable for State taxes 
on the property for the years 1920 
to 1926 inclusive, despite the alle- 
gation that the property was held 
for a period during this time by 
the Federal Government under a 
libel procedure. 

The Missouri Supreme Court ren- 
dered two judgments against Mot- 
low: one for $6186.65 with interest, 
for taxes for the years 1920 to 1923; 
the other for $3882.76, with inter- 
est for taxes during the years 1924 
to 1926 inclusive. 

The per curiam deciison, that is, 
an opinion by the court as a whole 
and read by the Chief Justice, held 
that title to the land and its im- 
prevements had not been vested in 
the Federal Government under the 
iiel procedure becaus Motlow and 
his wif had posted a $20,000 bond 
with the Government. 

Motlow asserted that the State 
Court had denied effect to a judg- 
ment of the United States District 
Court decreeing forfeiture of title | 
to the Federal Government. Speak- | 
ing of the judgment by the Federal 
District Court, the United States 
Supreme Court said: 

“Although the judgment (by the 
Federal District), provided for the 
forfeiture to the Government, it 
contained an alternative provision, 
inserted pursuant to a stipulation 
of the parties, that if the owners 
paid to the Government the sum of 
$20,000 within 30 days, the property 
should be delivered to them free of 
all claims. The provision was ex- 
plicit that, in that event, the judg- 
ment of forfeiture above entered 
shall not be enforcible nor shall it 
be enforced, but the payment of 
$20,000 shall be tn full satisfaction 
of the aforesaid judgment and shall 
operate as a release of the lien of 
said judgment and any cause of 
action in favor of the Government 
as to said property described § in 
said libel. 

“The judgment also provided that, 
if the owners desired to perfect an 
appeal, they might give bond to 
the Government in the sum of 
$20,000 conditioned as specified in

In laying down his “must” ist 
for Congress he emphasized that he 
thought the great majority of the 
people were behind him in the “con- 
structive rebuilding” of the country. 
The five measures he specifically 


indorsed, in fact demanded from 
Congress, followed these “rebuild- 
ing” lines. Thev were: 

1, The pending social security 
legislation, which he said, would 
reinforce the $4,880,000,000 work 
relief program and would do 
much to cushion the shock of fu- 
ture depressions. 

2. The extension of the 
for two years. 

3. The Wheeler-Rayburn hold- 
ing company bill, which is under 
fire from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States and 
the public utility interests. 

4. Transportation measures reg- 
ulating highway, airway and wa- 
terway traffic in interstate com- 
merce. 

5. Amendments to the Federal 
Reserve Act, presumably those in- 
corporated in the pending Eccles 
bill. 

President’s Explanation. 


The President declared he did not 
want his indorsement of these mea- 
sures to be interpreted as a lack of 
interest or disapproval of other 
pending bills. Notwithstanding this 
explanation, Congress is certain to 
look to the White House for guid- 
ance on other pending legislation 
before taking affirmative action. 
The important bills that did not 
receive mention by the President 
were the Wagner labor disputes bill, 
the Black 30-hour work week bill, 
and the Nye war profits bill. 

It ‘is likewise significance that 
the President did not mention the 
pending bonus bills, although 
Chairman Harrison of the Senate 
Finance Committee has insisted 
that the President would sign his 
compromise measure, and he did 
not take time to give his position 
on taxes, a subject that will come 
up when Congress considers wheth- 
er the present “nuisance taxes,” 
most of which expire on June 30, 
shall be continued, increased or de 
creased. 

Reply to His Critics. 


The President answered the 
critics who have been demanding 
that business, industry and finance 
be allowed to work out their own 
recovery. In much the same tem- 
per as his celebrated Common- 
wealth Club speech in California 
during the 1932 campaign, he de- 
clared that the leadership of the 
country should look’ to the nation 
as a whole and not to the advan- 
tage of particular groups.

Secretaries Hull, Wallace, Koper 
and Perkins, Chairman Robert Lin- 
coln O’Brien of the Tariff Commis- 
sion and experts of the NRA and 
other agencies were present. 

Brann said the textile 
in Maine was steadily 
ground. 

“Every cotton 
Maine is now operating at a loss,’ 
he said. “And the continuity of 
the industry depends upon its im- 
mediate establishment on a basis 
of profitable operation.” 

Opposes Processing Tax. 

A statement from the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics today said 
that “cotton production in foreign 
countries has been increased at a 
rate more rapid than in the United 
States.” 

This report was paralleled by a 
statement of the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation that cotton areas aboard 
“can and will be considerably ex- 
tended provided the world price of 
cotton remains favorable relative 
to that of other commodities.”

Text of Roosevelt’s Speech on Recovery Program 


WASHINGTON, April 29. 


The text of the President’s address, delivered to the nation by radio 
from the White House last night, follows: 


INCE my annual message to the 
S Congress on Jan. 4 last, I have 

not addressed the general public 
over the air. In the many weeks 
since that time the Congress has 
devoted itself to the arduous task 
of formulating legislation necessary 
to the country’s welfare. It has 
made and is making distinct pro- 
gress. 


Before I come to any of the spe- 
cific measures, however, I want to 
leave in your minds one clear fact. 
The administration and the Con- 
gress are not proceeding in any 
haphazard fashion in this task of 
government. Each of our steps has 
a definite relationship to every 
other step. The job of creating a 
program for the nation’s welfare is, 
in some respects, like the building 
of a ship. At different points on 
the coast where I often visit they 
build great seagoing ships. When 
one of these ships is under con- 
struction and the stee] frames have 
been set in the keel, it is difficult 
for a person who does not know 
ships to tell how it will finally 
look when it is sailing the high 
seas. 

It may seem confused to some, 
but out of the multitude of detailed 
parts that go into the making of 
the structure the creation of a use- 
ful instrument for man ultimately 
comes. It is that way with the mak- 
ing of a national policy. The ob- 
jective of the nation has greatly 
changed in three years. Before 
that time individual self-interest 
and group selfishness were para- 
mount in public thinking. The gen- 
eral good was at a discount. 

Three years of hard thinking 
have changed the picture. More and 
more people, because of clearer 
thinking and a better understand- 
ing, are considering the whole rath- 
er than a mere part relating to one 
section or one crop, or one indus- 


That is a tremendous gain 
for principles of democracy. The 
overwhelming majority of “people 
in this country know how to sift 
the wheat from the chaff in what 
they hear and what they read. They 
know that the process of the con- 
structive rebuilding of -America 
cannot be done in a day or a year, 
but that it is being done in spite 
of the few who seek to confuse 
them and to profit by their confu- 
sion. Americans as a whole are 
feeling a lot better—a lot more 
cheerful than for many, many 
years. 

The most difficult place in the 
world to get a clear and open per- 
spective of the country as a whole 


is Washington. I am _ reminded 


son once said: “So many people 
come to Washington who know 
things that are not so, and so few 
people who know anything about 
what the people of the United | 
States are thinking about.” That 
is why I occasionally leave this 
scene of action for a few days to 
go fishing or back home to Hyde 
Park, so that I can have a chance 


as a whole. To get away from the 
trees, as they say, and to look at the 
whole woods. This duty of seeing 
the country in a long range per- 
spective is one which, in a very 
special manner, attaches to this of- 
fice to which you have chosen me, 

Did you ever stop to think that 
there are, after all, only two posi- 
tions in the nation that are filled 
by the vote of all of the voters— 
the President and the Vice-Presi- 
dent? That makes it. particularly 
the Vice-President 
and for me to conceive of our du- 
ties toward the entire country. I 
speak, therefore, tonight to and of 
the American people as a whole. 

Of Immediate Concern. 

Mv most immediate concern is in 
carrying out the purposes of the 
great work program just enacted 
by the Congress. Its first objective 
is to put men and women now on 
the relief rolls to work and, inci- 
dentally, to assist materially in our 
already unmistakable march toward 
recovery. I shall not confuse my 
discussion by a multitude of fig- 
ures. So many figures are quoted 
to prove so many things. Some- 
times it depends upon what paper 
you read and what broadcast you 
hear. Therefore, let us keep our 
minds on two or three simple es- 
sential facts in connection with 
this problem of unemployment. 

It is true that while business and 
industry are definitely better our 
relief rolls are still too large. How- 
ever, for the first time in five 
years the relief rolls have declinéd 
instead of increased during the 
winter months. They are still de- 
clining. The simple fact is that 
many million more people have pri- 
vate work today than two years 
ago today or one year ago today, 
and every day that passes offers 
more chances to work for those 
who want to work. . 

In spite of the fact that unem- 
ployment remains a serious prob- 
lem here as in every other na- 
tion, We have come to recognize 
the possibility and the necessity of 
certain helpful remedial measures. 
These measures are of two kinds. 
The first is to make provisions in- 
tended to relieve, to minimize and 
to prevent future unemployment; 
the second is to establish the prac- 


tical means to help those who are 
unemployed in this present emer- 
gency. Our social security legisla- 
tion is an attempt to answer the 
first of these questions. Our work 
relief program the second. 

Social Security Program. 

The program for social security 
now pending before the Congress 
is a necessary part of the future | 
unemployment policy of the Gov-| 
ernment. While our present and 
projected expenditures for work 
relief are wholly within the reason- 
able limits of our national credit 
resources, it is obvious that we 
cannot continue to create gzovern- 


mental deficits for that purpose 
year after year. We must begin| 


now to make provision for the fu- 
ture. That is why our social secur- 
ity program is an important part 
of the complete picture. It pro- 
poses, by means of old age pen- 
sions, to help those who have 
reached the age of retirement to 
give up their jobs and thus give to 
the younger generation greater op- 
portunities for work and to give to 
all a feeling of security as they 
look toward old age. 

The unemployment insurance 
part of the legislation will not only 
help to guard the individual in fu- 
ture periods of lay-off against de- 
pendence upon relief, but it will by 
sustaining purchasing power cush- 
ion the shock of economic distress. 
Another helpful feature of unem- 
ployment insurance is the incen- 
tive it will give to employers’ to 
plan more carefully in order that 
unemployment may be prevented by 
the stabilizing of employment it- 
self. 

Protections for Future. 

Provisions for social security, 
however, are protections for the 
future. Our responsibility for the 
immediate necessities of the unem- 
ployed has been met by the Con- 
gress through the most comprehen- 
sive work plan in the history of 
the nation. Our problem is to put 
to work 3,500,000 employab!ie per- 
sons now on the relief rolls. It is 
a problem quite as much for pri- 
vate industry as for the Govern- 
ment. 

We are losing no time getting the 
Government’s vast work relief pro- 
gram under way and we have every 
reason to believe that it should be 
in full swing by autumn. In _ di- 
recting it I shall recognize six 
fundamental principles: 

1. The projects should be use- 
ful. 

2. Projects shall be of a nature 
that a considerable proportion of 
the money spent will go into wages 
for labor. 


3. Projects which promise ulti- |

The national Gov- 
ernment now has at least 60 dif- 
ferent agencies with the staff and 
the experience and the competence 
necessary to carry on the 250 or 
300 kinds of work that will be un- 
dertaken. These agencies, there- 
fore, will simply be doing on a 
somewhat enlarged scale the things 
that they have been doing.

Our responsibility is to all of the 
people in this country.

It must, however, be recognized 
that when an enterprise of this 
character is extended over more 
than 3000 counties throughout the 
nation, there may be occasional in- 
stances of inefficiency, bad manage- 
ment, or misuse of funds. When 
cases of this kind occur, there will 
be those, of course, who will try to 
tell you that the exceptional failure 
is characteristic of the entire en- 
deavor. It should be remembered 
that in every big job there are some 
imperfections. There are chiselers 
in every walk of life, there are those 
in. every industry who are guilty 
of unfair practices, every profession 
has its black sheep, but long expe- 
rience in government has taught 
me that the exceptional instances 
of wrong-doing in government hre 
probably less numerous than in al- 
most every other line of endeavor. 

Eternal Vigilance. 

The most effective means of pre- 
venting such evils in this work re- 
lief program will be the eternal 
vigilance of the American people 
themselves. I call upon my fel- 
low citizens everywhere to co-op- 
erate with me in making this the 
most efficient and the cleanest ex- 
ample of public enterprise the world 
has ever seen. It is time to pro- 
vide a smashing answer for those 
cynical men who say that a democ- 
racy cannot be honest and effi- 
cient. If you will help, this can be 
done. I. therefore, hope you will 
watch the work in every corner of 
this nation. 

Feel free to criticise. Tell me of 
instances where work can be done 
better, or where improper practices 
prevail. Neither you nor I want

Unneeded Holding Companies. 

There is likewise pending before 
the Congress legislation to provide 
for the elimination of unnecessary 
holding companies in the public 
utility field. 

I consider this legislation a posi- 
tive recovery measure. Power pro- 
duction in this country is virtually 
back to the 1929 peak. The op- 


erating companies in the gas and 
electric utility field are by and 
large in good condition. But under 
holding company domination the 
utility industry has long been hope- 
lessly at war within itself and with 
public sentiment. 

By far the greater part of the 
general decline in utility securities 
had occurred before I was inaugu- 
rated. The absentee management 
of unnecessary holding company 
control has lost touch with and has 
lost the sympathy of the communi- 
ies it pretends to serve. Even more 
significantly, it has given the coun- 
try as a whole an uneasy apprehen- 
sion of over-concentrated economic 
power. 

A business that loses the confi- 
dence of its customers and the rood 
will of the public cannot long con- 
tinue to be a good risk for the in- 
vestor. This legislation will serve 
the investor by ending the condi- 


tions which have caused that lack 


of confidence and good will. It will 
put the public utility operating in- 
dustry on a sound basis for the fu- 
ture, both in its public relations 
and in its internal relations. 

This legislation will not only in 
the long run result in providing 
lower electric and gas rates to the 
consumer, but it will protect the 
actual value and earning power of 
properties now owned by thousands 
of investors who have little protec- 
tion under the old laws against 
what used to be called frenzied fi- 
nance. It will not destroy values. 

Transportation Agencies. 

Not only business recovery, but 
the general economic recovery of 
the nation will be greatly stimulat- 
ed by the enactment of legislation 
designed to improve the status of 
our transportation agencies. There 
is need for legislation providing for 
the regulation of interstate trans- 
portation by busses and trucks, to 
regulate transportation by water, 
new provisions for strengthening 
our merchant marine and air 
transport measures for the 
strengthening of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to enable it 
to carry out a rounded conception 
of the national transportation sys- 
tem in which the benefits of pri- 
vate ownership are retained, while 
the public stake in these important 
services is protected by the pub- 
lic’s Government. 

The re-establishment of public 
confidence in the banks of the na- 
tion is one of the most hopeful re- 
sults of our efforts as a nation to 
re-establish public confidence in 
private barking. We all know that 
private banking actually exists by 
virtue of the permission of and reg- 
ulation by the people as a whole, 
speaking through their Government. 
Wise public policy, however, re- 
quires not only that banking be 
safe, but that its resources be most 
fully utilized, in the economic life 
of the country. 

To this end it was decided more 
than 20 years ago that the Govern- 
ment should assume the responsi- 
bility of providing a means by

Reform and Recovery.

And de- 
spite the fact that most of his ad- 
dress was devoted to his plans for 
the expenditure of $4,880,000,000 to 
relieve more than 10,000,000 unem- 
ployed, he found no reason fcr dis- 
couragement or despair. 

“Never since my inauguration in 
March, 1933,” he declared, “have I 
felt so unmistakably the atmos- 
phere of recovery. Fear is vanish- 
ing and confidence is growing on 
every side. We have survived all 
of the arduous burdens and the 
threatening dangers of a great eco- 
nomic calamity.” 


The President promised all pos- 
sible speed in creating Government 
jobs for the estimated 3,500,000 em- 
ployable idle now on the relief rolls. 
His plan contemplates that if 3,- 
500,000 men and women are put to 
work on public works, another 3,- 
500,000 workers will find jobs “be- 
hind the lines.” The remaining un- 
employed, according to the Presi- 
dent’s survey, would be unemploya- 
bles and should be cared for, as in 
the days before the depression, by 
local governments and private char- 
ity.

DETROIT, April 29.—The Rev. 


Charles E. Coughlin clung to his 
announced policy of “independence” 
of other economic reform organiza- 
tions when his new radio program 
opened last night with a disclaimer 
of “the authorization of anyone to 
attend the Des Moines convention.” 

The announcement was read by 
Charles Penman, radio announcer 
for Station WJR. Reid Kirkpat- 
rick of the station said, however, 
that the announcement was “pre- 
pared at the shrine, of course, un- 
der the supervision of Father 
Coughlin.” 

The announcement follows: 

“May I make the announcement 
that thus far no gne has been ap- 
pointed to represent either Father 
Coughlin personally or the National 
Union for Social Justice except its 
Washington representatives. 

“Further, the necessity to.  dis- 
claim publicly the authorization of 
anyone to attend the Des Moines 
convention should be subjected to 
no gratuitous interpretations on the 
part of newspapers concerning Fa- 
‘ther Coughlin’s friendliness or ani- 
'mosity to the sponsors of the Des 
Moines convention or its speakers.” 
| Need of Free Minds.

FIRE INSURANCE FIRMS 
BARRED IN LITIGATION 


U. S. Judges Rule They Must 
First Repay Excess Premiums 
Collected in Missouri. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 29.— 
Judges Kimbrough Stone and Al- 
bert L. Reeves ruled today fire and 


wind-storm insurance companies 


‘could not continue litigation in Fed- 
eral Court in behalf of rate in- 
creases until they account satisfac- 
torily for excess premiums collected 
from 1922 to 199. The ruling was on 


a motion of five insurance compa- 
nies to strike out objectionable al- 
legations made by the Attorney- 
General of Missouri and the Com- 
missioner of Insurance in answer to 
an equity suit filed by the compa- 
nies to enjoin them from interfer- 
ing with a 162-3 per cent rate in- 
crease announced Dec. 30, 1929. 

Overruling the companies’ motion, 
Judge Stone adn Judge Reeves 
pointed to a cardinal rule of equity 
that “he who seeks equity must do 
equity,” and cited that the insur- 
ance companies had “come into this 
court with unclean hands~ because 
they had retained large amounts 
collected since 1922 which they had 
refused to refund since 1929.” 

Judge Merrill E. Otis, the third 
Judge sitting in the case, wrote a 
dissenting opinion, in which he held 
the litigation now pending should 
be heard on its merts. 

The effect of the majorty opinion 
would be to bar the insurance com- 
panies from court until they had 
paid back the excess premiums 
they collected in fightnig a 10 per 
cent reduction order issued by Ben 
C. Hyde, State Insurance Commis- 
' sioner. in 1922. The companies lost 
that fight in August, 1929, when the 
United States Supreme Court sus- 
tained Hyde’s order.

Postal Authorities Consider It Nuisance but 


Without Basis for 


Prosecution Since 


There Is No Rakeoff., 


Sweeping eastward like dust 
storms from the plains, the send-a- 
dime letter racket has 
reached St. Louis from Denver, To- 
peka and Kansas City. 


St. Louisans have received letters, 
mostly with Denver postmarks, con- 
taining copies of the letter forms 
which have been mailed in Denver 
in such volume as to swamp the 
postal service there and cause em- 
ployment of 100 extra clerks and 
carriers. Postoffice officials here 
say there has been no large in- 
crease in mail matter thus far, but 
towns in Kansas, and Kansas City 
have had an increase, and Moberly, 
Mo., has reported a~- considerable 
bulk of such letters. 

Postoffice Inspectors in the St. 
Louis office are keeping in touch 
with the situation as it develops in 
Missouri and in Iowa, where many

more of the letters have been re- 
ported than thus far in Missouri. 


| The inspectors take the view that 
| the letters are a nuisance, and are 
| to be discouraged, but that senders 


are not liable to prosecution, as the 


| scheme is not a mercantile one, and 


there is no discernable rakeoff to 
| any one person or firm. 

A Washington dispatch, however, 
says that Karl A. Crowley, solicitor 
| of the Postoffice Department, has 
declared the scheme a violation of 
the postal lottery laws, and has 


| announced that if arrests are made 


prosecution will follow. To start 


prosecution, the recipient of a let- 


ter would have to file a complaint 


against the sender. 


How It’s Supposed to Work. 


The send-a-dime letters, headed | 


“Prosperity Club—In God We 


Trust,” set forth a plan based on | 
the formulas of geometrical prog-

Each letter is headed with a list 
of six names and addresses. The | 
recipient is asked to send a dime to | 


the person whose name is at the 


head of the list. He is then to | 


strike out that person's name, copy 
the five other names in their or- 
der, and add his own name at the 
foot of the list, making him the 
sixth man. 

He is then to send out five copies 
of the letter, with the revised list, 
to his friends.

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WARBLERS OF 19 KINDS 
SEEN ON BIRD WALKS 


Through 
After Spending Winter in 
South America. 


Vivacious little warblers, of 15 
species, clad in varied and gay 
plumage ranging through all shades 
of green, yellow, red, olive, brown 
and black, were seen yesterday and 
Saturday by members of the St. 
Louis Bird Club and the Webster 
Groves Nature Study Society, who 


made walks in the city parks and 
in the wooded area southwest of 
Valley Park. Birds of 50 species 
were reported in the parks and 


‘2 |86 in the region near Valley Park. 


The warblers are just beginning 
to pass through on their way north 
from wintering in South America. 
For the next two or three weeks 
members of the 40-odd species of 
the family will be passing through. 

Most conspicuous of the warblers 
was the redstart with its brilliant 
blue-black back and salmon-orange 
wing, side and tail feathers. The 
female was dark olive above with 
yellow wing, side and tail feathers. 
The redstart, five and a half inches 
long, is about the average warbler 
size. Almost as good a flycatcher 
as the wood pewee, the redstart 
flits and hovers like a butterfly as 
it lives upto its reputation for bird- 
dom’s best example of perpetual 
motion. 

The Prairie Warbler. 

Slightly smaller than the redstart 
was the prairie warbler, distin- 
guished by chestnut-red streaks on 
the back between the wings. Upper 
parts were olive green and under 


parts yellow. Two yellow wing) 


bands and black streaks on the 
neck and body completed its make- 
up. 

The yellow-breasted chat, whose 
seven and a half inch length makes 
it one of the largest warblers, was 
seen making its peculiar flight in 
which it continually jerks the tail 
up and down and trails its long 
legs like a heron. It is known as 
the clown of the bird world and is 
a mimic of great ability, being able 
to repeat any squawk or whistle 
with its strong and melodious voice. 

Other warblers seen were the 
Nashville,.named for the city near 
which it was discovered, and singer 
of a song which Audubon § said 
sounded like the breaking of twigs 
or striking together of pebbles; the 
blue-winged, distinguished by slat- 
ish-blue wings with two broad white 
bars, and a narrow black line that 
seems to run through the eyes; the 
prothonotary, with its gay orange 
coloring; the yellow, often referred 
to as a ‘bit of sunshine,” and one 
of the few birds able to detect the 
cowbird’s trick of laying eggs in 
other birds’ nests; the palm, an inch 
or so larger than average and digs- 
tinguished by a deep yellow breast 
and chestnut crown; the Louisiana, 
also larger than average and pos- 
sessing a rich and melodious song 
interspersed with flute-like notes; 
the black-throated green; the Ken- 
tucky; the Maryland yellow; the 
black poll; the myrtle; the Tennes- 
see. 

Three Memmbers of Viero Family. 

Three of the five members of the 
vireo family were seen. Although 
they appeared somewhat similar to 
the warblers, their superior singing 
ability distinguished them. The 
blue-headed vireo, which seldom 
sings during migration, was easily 
recognized by the color of its head, 
which is largely responsible for 
making it the prettiest member of 
the family. The yellow-throated, col- 
ored somewhat like the chat and 
possessing a rather sad song, and 
the nervous little white-eyed, which 
scolds almost as much as a catbird, 
were the other two. 

Among the birds outstanding for 
their plumage was the indigo bunt- 
ing, whose unusual deep ultrama- 
marine blue suit gives it the ap 
pearance of atropical bird. Its song 
is a rather sweet-sounding, but 
weak warble. 


MRS. JACOB KARCHMER 
DIES OF AUTO INJURY 


Wife of Promoter Fatally 
Hurt in Accident Near 
Labanon, Mo. 


The funeral of Mrs. Mary Karch- 
mer, wife of Jacob Karchmer, high- 
pressure telephone promoter of 
charity dances and the like, who 
was fatally injured in an automo- 
bile accident Saturday on U. S&S. 
Highway 66, near Lebanon, Mo., 
was held today from the home of 
her father, Joseph Zalmanoff, 1393A 
Shawmut place. Burial was in 
Chesed Shel Emet Cemetery. 

Mrs. Karchmer, 29 years old, 
was returning with her husband 
and three small daughters from a 
vacation trip in Texas when their 
car, driven by Karchmer, was side- 
swiped on a curve by a machine 
going in the opposite direction and 
forced off the road. The other car 
did not stop. 

The Karchmer automobile turned 
over three times and was demol- 
ished. The occupants were taken 
by passing motorists to a hospital 
at Lebanon, 12 miles southwest, 
where Mrs. Karchmer died of a 
fractured skull three hours later. 

The children, Evelyn, 10 years 
old: Norma, 6, and Madeline, 3, 
were all seriously injured and re- 
mained at the hospital. Evelyn 
suffered a head injury and face 
lacerations, Norma a broken arm, 
leg injuries and scalp. lacerations, 
and Madeline a broken collarbone. 
Karchmer suffered a wrenched 
knee and was able to return home 
with his wife’s body. 

The family had left St. Louis, 
April 13, going to Denison, Tex., 
to visit Karchmer’s parents.

Keith Brown of Yale, was narrowly 
missing another world record try, 
3000 miles away, at Pennsylvania’s 
Franklin Field. 

_ Brown Sets Meet Record. 

Brown barely failed at 14 feet 544 
inches after soaring to a new meet 
record of 14 feet 1%. Had he nego- 
tiated the higher figure, the Eli 
star would have been shocked to 
discover later he was still three- 
eighths of an inch short of Gra- 
ber’s new record. 

American supremacy is already 
clear-cut at. pole vaulting, so that 
it is more encouraging, -from_ the 
standpoint of international compe- 
tition, to note the amazing exploits 
of Jesse Owens, Ohio State’s Negro 
sophomore. 

At the Drake relays Jesse Owens 
created a new American record of 
26 feet 1% inches in the~ broad 
jump, besides tying the carnival 
mark of 9.5 seconds: for the 100- 


yard dash. 
The first United States athlete 
to clear 26 feet in competition, 


Owens came within three-eighths 
of an inch of the world record, held 
by Japan’s Chuhei Nambu, and. jus- 
tified the prediction of coaches that 
he is destined to become the world’s 
champion. 7 

It is, in fact, the considered judg- 
ment of experts that Owens, be- 
cause of his rare combination of 
speed and agility, will come closer 
than any other athlete in history 
to the theoretical limit of 27 feet 
in the broad jump. 


Neugass Looks Like Prospect. 

It required such super-work to 
overshadow ‘an otherwise notable 
“double” in the same events by an- 
other great Negro athlete, Eulace 
Peacock of Temple. Peacock 
cleared a fraction over 25 feet to 
win the broad jump at the Penn re- 
lays and then trounced Herman 
Neugass, youthful Tulane sensation, 
in the new carnival record time of 
10.6 seconds for 100 meters. 

Despite defeat in his Eastern 
debut, Neugass looks like a fine 
Olympic prospect.

This former Worcester (Mass.) 
Academy youth, who turned down a 
bid to enter Southern California, 
hurled the discus beyond 151 feet 
and tossed the 16-pound hammer 
over 167 feet to win both events.

U. S. L. T. A. GROUP IS 
NAMED TO ENFORCE 
EIGHT-WEEKS’ RULE 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 29. — The 
United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation today set into motion ma- 
chinery to enforce observance of 
the universal amateur eight weeks’ 
player expense allowance rule. 


Walter Merrill Hall, president of 
the U. S. L. T. A., named a super- 
visory committee of six, with former 
President Louis J. Carruthers as 
chairman, to administer the Inter- | 
national Lawn Tennis Federation’s 
regulation which requires that a 
tennis player “shall not receive 
traveling and (or) living expenses 
from tennis clubs while competing 
in tournament play for.a period in 
excess of eight weeks” during a 
year. The rule became effective in 
this country as of Feb. 10. 

The rule allows exceptions in: 
cases where a player is officially se- 
lected to represent U. S. L. T. A. 
ing a tournament or other competi- 
tion on the order of the Davis Cup 
matches or foreign tours, such as 
England's Fred Perry made to Aus- 
tralia last winter. Where a player 
received hospitality of a private 
home during a tournament he shall 
be exempt from the dule insofar as 


it applies to living expenses.

LACK OF RAW 


DELAYS NAZIS’ REARMING 


MATERIALS 


Germany’s Dependence on Other Nations 
Proves Big Problem—Self-Sufficiency 
Program Found to Be Costly. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 29.—Germany’s 
dependence on foreign raw mate- 
rials was said today to be the most 
serious stumbling block in the path 
of Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s ‘rearma- 
ment program. 

The mobilization of war materi- 
als, according to authorities in the 
Nazi administration, is proving 
more difficult than the mobilization 
of men. The campaign for self- 
sufficiency, which was started two 
years ago as an emergency meas- 
ure, is proving more expensive than 
its initiators had anticipated. 

Experts foresee the abandonment 
or modification of some of the 
outstanding features of this pro- 
gram. The problem, it was pointed 
out, resides in reducing further the 
amounts of imported foreign goods 
so that Germany, in case of war, 
can get along for an indifinite pe- 
riod without bringing in a single 
important product from a possible 
enemy. 

Figures on Imports. 

Figures showed that in 1934 Ger- 
many imported 2,600,000,000 marks 
worth of raw materials from abroad 
(the mark is valued currently at 
about 40 cents), while in 1933 such 
commodities costing nearly 6,000,- 
000,000 marks were used in the pro- 
duction of  40,000,000,000 - marks’ 
worth of industrial goods. 


In 1928 the raw materials were 


valued at 17,500,000,000 marks, of 
which about 40 per cent came from 
other countries. 

Major attention is being paid to 
reducing the imports of eight com- 
modities, textile fibers, non-ferrous 
metals, mineral oils, timber, hides, 
iron ore, wood pulp and rubber. 

German textile makers now de- 
pend on foreign supplies for 95 per 
cent of their raw materials. To 
cut this down an intensive drive is 
under way to encourage domestic 
production of flax and wool. 

Poor Mineral Resources. 

In 1932 Germany imported 54 per 
cent of the non-ferrous metals it 
used as against 71.4 per cent in 
1928. Of some metals Germany has 
no resources and of others the de- 
posits are of poor grade. The Gov- 
ernment is paying heavy subsidies 
to develop the deposits. 

More than 30 per cent of Ger- 
many’s motor fuel needs and 80.7 
per cent of its gasoline comes from 
abroad. Of the 250,000 tons of oil 
produced at home annually, some 
comes from crude petroleum and 
the rest from synthetic prepara- 
tions. The use of alcohol and ben- 
zol is being encouraged. 

Experts say the trouble is that 
products manufactured at home 
are turning out to be twice or 
three times, sometimes six or seven 
times more expensive than goods 


imported wholly or in part.

Argentina and Chile initiated the 
efforts to bring a peaceful solution 
to the Chaco dispute last February 
by beginning exploratory conversa- 
tions with Bolivia and Paraguay. 


Bolivia Asserts It Destroyed Nine 
Paraguayan Battalions. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, April 29.—The 
War Ministry announced today the 
Bolivian forces had practically de- 
stroyed nine Paraguayan battalions 
at Cambayti and had captured 500 
prisoners. 

“More than 20 strategic positions 
were captured by our forces,’ ’said 
an official communique. ‘‘We cap- 
tured from the enemy 60 motor 
trucks, armament, cattle, horses 
and radio apparatus.”

Smith said no funds were availa- 
ble for payment of $300,000 as_ the 
State’s share of relief costs for 
March, due but unpaid, or for the 
$500,000 pledged by. the Legislature 
as the State’s share of such costs 
for April. The April contribution 
will become payable after May 1. 

The State last month borrowed 
$300,000 from a Jefferson City bank 
to meet the State’s share of relief 
costs during February.

1933 RAILROAD ACT 
CALLED “GREATEST 


Charles A. Beard Asserts 
Reorganization Law En- 
abled Financiers to Retain 
‘Strangle Hold.’ 


By MARQUIS W. CHILDS, 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—Charles 


A. Beard, head of an independent 


group of Missouri Pacific bond- 
holders, sought to bring out in @ 
statement submitted to the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee to- 
day that lawyers for large New 
York financial houses had fooled 
Congress to put over a railroad re- 
organization law enabling the bank- 
ers to retain their “strangle held’ 
on the railroads. Beard called the 
railroad reorganization act of 1933 
the greatest “gift” to finance Dy 
government in the history of the 
country. 

The Van Sweringen brothers, J. 
P. Morgan & Co., and Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. were denounced in the Beard 
statement for the part they have 
played in the financial affairs of 
two railroads centering in St. Louis 
—the Missouri Pacific and the Fris- 
co. Throughout the fiery 16-page 
statement Beard urged the Senate 
to adopt the Wheeler resolution for 
an investigation of the railroads. 

The Van Sweringens, he said, are 
trying to get $75,000,000 more out of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
r.tion, besides the $23,000,000 they 
have already obtained for the Mis- 
souri Pacific. 


Private Property Unsafe.

sity of Missouri, reports that this State is now some |

It has been customary to account for the high 
comparative childbirth death rate in the United 
States by saying that lax statistical methods em- 
ployed in other countries have been responsible for 
their better standing. This explanation no longer 
holds good. The Federal Children’s Bureau has com- 
pleted a study which shows that even when the least 
rigid method of designating death causes is used, this 
country still ranks as one of those with the highest 
maternity mortality. Czecho-Slovakia, Denmark, En- 
gland, Wales, Estonia, France, Ireland, Italy, Holland, 
New Zealand, Norway and Sweden all have a smaller 
proportion of deaths from this cause. According to the 
Children’s Bureau's investigation, only Australia, 
Canada, Chile and Scotland have higher childbirth 
death rates than the United States. To put the find- 
ings another way, in six of the years from 1915 to 
1932, the United States had the highest rate, while 
in the other years it ranked either second or third. 

So long as 63 mothers die in childbirth per 1000 in 
this country, as against 35°per 1000 in Denmark, a 
great public health problem remains unsolved.

HE wages of money have been going 
| down for more than five years—or, if 

the last two years of the 1920s are omit- 
ted from the reckoning, ever since the end 
of the World War. But not until the last 
few weeks have the big employers of money 
shown a strong inclination to take advan- 
tage of its willingness to work for less, and 
to hire it on long-term contracts at the 
lowest rates in history. 

The wages of money and the wages of 
labor influence one another, but they do not 
move together. When money is scarce and 
expensive, it generally means that labor will 
soon be plentiful and cheap; and in the 
past, the opposite has also been usually true 
—-when Money was excessively cheap, labor 
could be expected to go to work soon at bet- 
ter jobs and higher wages. 

Since 1930, however, money has _ been 
cheap without producing any strong indus- 
trial recovery. This has led some observers 
to wonder whether a deep-seated ailment of 
capitalism might be responsible, and has led 
others to blame the New Deal itself for the 
lag of business. 

Now and then, over the last year or so, 
a corporation has been able to call in its 
bonds and replace them with securities pay- 
ing a lower interest rate. 

All corporations with good credit were 
able to borrow short-term money at low 
rates. But there was no general effort to 
substitute new long-term securities for older 
ones at higher rates. The reasons for this 
apparent unwillingness to employ bondhold- 
ers’ money at sweatshop wages were given 
variously: Sometimes the Securities Act and 
the information it requires or the liability 
it confers upon directors: sometimes the 
fear that the willingness of creditors to lend 
money to Federal and city governments 
might not extend to industrial corporations: 
sometimes the desire of business men to 
wait until they might borrow at the same 
time for both refunding and expansion. The 
time for expansion did not seem to have 
come. 


This long hesitation in business borrowing 
produced the phenomenon of the security 
which sold on the markets for a higher 
price than the company could call it in and 
pay it off. 

Within the last six weeks there have been 
Signs that this strange period was coming 
to an end. Big corporations are beginning 
to replace large funded debts with other 
debts at considerably lower figures. The 
wages of money on long-term contract with 
industry have dropped to 5%, 5 and 4% per 
cent, and on land to 4 and 3% per cent. 
The decline amounts to as much as 25 per 
cent. This is what the debtor corporations 
save in their overhead. 

Thus, at long last, the dike against the 
rising tide of investment money appears to 
have broken. How much refunding is now 
to take place is anybody's guess, but in 
Washington the opinion has been expressed 
that a billion dollars’ worth is in Sight for 
the year. Many of the sales of such bonds 
are being handled privately and in large 
blocks, particularly by the insurance com- 
panies, 

The spring parade of capital refundings 


Co.’s now famous $43,000,000 issue of 3% per 
cent bonds, replacing securities which the 
company had been paying 5 per cent on, 
and the Pacific Gas & Electric Co.’s $45.,- 
000,000 issue of 4 per cent bonds, replacing 
its 5es. 

The Boston & Maine is borrowing $9,000,- 
000 from the public at around 4% per cent 
to repay creditors whose rate has been most- 
ly 6 per cent. The Union Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia is refunding $13,500,000 in old 5 per 
cent issues with new obligations costing 
from 4 down to 1% per cent. 

In ordinary times, industrial corporations 
borrow from the banks on short terms and 
then fund their loans in the form of bonds 
for long terms. But in these extraordinary 
times, the movement begins to reverse, 
though there is no telling how long that 
will last.

The banks, like the insurance companies 
and other investors, have large sums of idle 
money on hand. They have been looking 
for good borrowers, although the complaint 
has been that their standards of goodness 
are too high for the ordinary concern to 
meet. Their turnover of money in checking 
accounts is now at its lowest point in 
recollection. Deposits continue to rise at 
an even faster rate than they rose last year. 
And so the banks go to old friends among 
the industries and lend once more for what 
in substance are capital purposes. The 
question of the shortage of money for ex- 
pansion is thus clarified a great deal. 

The rising tide of money for refunding is 
at least the first step in the direction of 
the release of money for industria] expan- 
sion. Compared with the situation six 
months ago, it is an important step for- 
ward. 

The American Rolling Mill Co. is prepar- 
ing to borrow $25,000,000 for the double pur- 
pose of replacing old securities at a lower 
interest rate and to build an addition to its 
plant at Middletown, O. On its refunding 
operation, the company expects to save at 
least one-half of one per cent. and with the 
$6,000,000 or so thus gained, it will build a 
cold mill for wide strip steel. 

Thus the seventh or eighth expansion 
plan of a steel company to be announced 
within the last year is to be financed by 
new securities. The others have been pay- 
ing for their new equipment out of treasury 
surpluses, but at last one company has the 
confidence to go to the public for money 
for old-fashioned purposes at new-fashioned 
interest rates.

F HUNDREDS of letters from 
Q)cougniinites, all much alike, I 
have prepared an answer to one 
that asked 12 questions.

1. Have we an adequate circu- 
lating medium? 

A. More than was proved suffi- 
cient to do a far greater business 
\han we are now doing. 

2. Would it be inflation to print 
money for the expense of Govern- 
nent up to but not exceeding 2% 

mes the metallic base now in the 

reasury—8% billions? 

A. We have a vast inflation now. 
{f you mean would printing that 
much money of itself ruin us, the 
enswer is no. But if we so much 
as start using fiat money instead 
of taxes for expenses, the answer 
is yes. It would be notice that the 
Government has elected to rob ev- 


ery workman of his wages, every 


family of its savings, to raise the| 


cost of living and bring inevitable 
collapse, with complete destruction 
of values. If people were absolute- 
ly sure one dose would be the end, 
that dose might do no great harm. 
But when a Government once does 
this, it is like a sheep-killing dog— 


the lambs die of fright if not of 
fangs. 

3. Do you believe that with five 
and one-half billions of currency, 
our debts of more than 200 billions 
can be paid? 

A. Yes. There are as many cred- 
its as debts. These credits are 
usually active. Fear of what 
Coughlin proposes has _ paralyzed 
them. Ten men stand in a ring. 
Each owes the other a dollar. All 
are broke but No. 1, who has a dol- 
lar. He hands it to No. 2, who 
hands it to No. 3, and so on back 
to No. 1—ten dollars of debt paid 
with one dollar bill.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Ray- 
mond T. Baker, 56 years old, for- 
mer Director of the Mint and a 
close friend of the Roosevelts, died 
at his home here yesterday. He had 
been suffering for six weeks from 
coronary thrombosis. 

Born in Eureka, Nev., Mr. Bak- 
er’s early years were spent as a 
prospector. He was prominent in 
the development of the gold fields 
of Nevada. Amaong his associates 
in prospecting were “Death Valley” 
Scotty and Key Pittman, now Sen- 
ator from Nevada. 

Mr. Baker entered politics by 
campaigning for his brother for 
Attorney-General, and he later be- 
came warden of the Nevada State 
Penitentiary. In 1912 he worked 
for the election of President Wil- 
son and two years later was named 
secretary to George T. Marye, Am- 
bassador to Russia. On his return 
to America in 1916, President Wil- 
son appointed him Director of the 
Mint, a post he held until 1922. 

It was while Mr. Baker was di- 
recting the mint that he married 
Mrs. Margaret Emerson Vander- 
bilt, widow of Alfred Vanderbilt. 
one of the victims of the Titanic 
sinking. He had one child, Gloria, 
now 15.

RALSTON PURINA CO. FINED 
FOR MISBRANDING INSECTICIDE 


Firm Pleads Guilty, Explaining 
Mislabeling of Flea Powder Was 
Technical Error. 


The Ralston Purina Co. was 
fined $400 by Federal Judge Davis 
today for violating the Food and 


Drugs Act in misbranding and 
adulterating flea powder. The com- 
pany pleaded guilty through its at- 
torney, Robert Hawes. 

Hawes told the Court the com- 
pany was guilty only of a technical 
violation of the law and had 
changed the labels on its product. 
The labels, he explained, had indi- 
cated the powder contained 10 per 
cent derris root, a flea poison, and 
30 per cent. inert ingredients, 
whereas it contained an extract in- 
stead of the root itself. 

Laboratory tests, he said, showed 
the extract di¢ not make the prod-

French mothers who recently saw 
their babies born in 1914 marching 
off in new uniforms to join the 
army will not like the talk of war 
scattered all over the world, but the 
French-Russian treaty will proba- 
bly contribute to the safety of those 
1914 babies. 

Wise England stands aside, talk- 
ing politely, adding 40 squadrons to 
her fighting air force, keeping out 
of agreements.- She had enough 
between 1914 and the armistice.

But George V Took It and Now That He's 
Been King ot England tor 25 Years 
His Subjects Will Celebrate. 


'g@N LONDON on May 6 a quiet, 
| kinaiy bearded man will be the 

central figure in one of the 
world’s greatest displays of pomp 
and ceremony, a celebration mark- 
‘ing his silver anniversary in a job 
he didn't want when he took it 25 
years ago. He is George V, sover- 
eign of the British Empire, who 
| wanted to be a sailor, but who, 
‘when circumstances turned his 
‘steps toward the throne, chucked 
‘his love for the sea overboard, 
‘married a Princess and settled down 
to the business of being “George V, 
iby the Grace of God of Great Brit- 
ain, Ireland and the British Do- 
'minions beyond the seas, King; De- 
‘fender of the Faith, Emperor of 
India,” with the calm dignity and 
good taste that have made him the 
most beloved of modern monarchs. 
He has gone through the tradition- 
‘ridden duties of his office with 
care, and even though he would 
‘rather have been an Admiral, he 
‘has taken himself seriously as a 
King and the confidence and affec- 
|tion of his subjects have been his 
'reward for the quarter-century of

to their King. And he will accept 
congratulations from Kings and 
Queens and Princes and Princesses 
from other lands and nod and smile 
to nobles, be-wigged Judges, robed 
archbishops and cynical old diplo- 
mats, and return the salute of tur- 
baned Maharajahs from India and 
crack regiments of troops from the 
Far East, from Africa, and from 
China, and sailors from the seven 
seas. And, last, but not least, he 
will acknowledge the cheers of 
people who are just subjects of 
the King and quite content with 
that, when he rides from the palace 
accompanied by the entire royal 
family on his way to St. Paul's 
Cathedral for the commemorative 
services. 

Although George has expressed 
his desire for economy and sim- 
plicity in the celebration of his 
jubilee, the affair promises to out- 
do anything in the history of the 
empire. It is rumored that one 
Indian Prince intends to bring 50 
of his favorite elephants, and re- 
ceptions, balls and banquets are 
being planned that, it is reported, 
will overshadow even the magnifi- 
cence of the observances’ which 
marked the diamond jubilee of Vic- 
toria, grandmother of the present 
ruler. 

But even though George cannot 
prevent the enthusiasm of his peo- 
ple from arranging all sorts of 
fetes in his honor, there is at least 
one economy that ~ ill be practiced. 
The guests at the state banquet 
in Buckingham Palace on the big 
day, May 6, won't get to use the 


King’s famous gold dinner service. 


Tt has been decided that the out- 
fit, which, with the rise in the price 
of gold is now worth about $16,000.- 
000, is too valuable to run the risk 
of getting it marred, and the 
guests at the banquet will have to 
content themselves with just look- 
ing at it through the doors of the 
glass cage in which it will be on 
exhibition in the banquet hall of 
the palace. 

And this little economy is typical 
of the simplicity with which King 
George and Queen Mary have 
reigned. His Majesty once made an 
old pair of white yachting trousers 
last through 10 yachting seasons. 
He confided in intimate friends that 
he accomplished this bit of frugal- 
ity by having them cleaned by a 
special process instead of sending 
them to the laundry. Queen Mary 
is a “born housekeeper” and was 
the first consort of any English 
sovereign for many years to inspect 
her own kitchens. The royal kitch- 
ens are under her personal direc- 
tion and are noted for their model 
management and complete absence 
of any waste. The Queen also at- 
tends to many other little matters 
which prove her to be a very hu- 
man person. Once, while attending 
the British Industries Fair, she or- 
dered a stock of underwear for the 
King, and had the garments sent 
to the palace on approval, much as 
any other wife would do. 

W throne in 1910 at the age of 

44, England knew less about 
their new King than perhaps any 
before and at first drew vivid con- 
trasts between the reserved, shy 
and unassuming George and the 
winning personality of his father, 
Edward VII. And just as his people 
found it hard to accept the digni- 
fied George, he found it difficult to 
follow the pattern of his new life. 


King George, whose full name is 
George Frederick Ernest Albert, 
prevailed upon his father, Edward 
VII, to enter him at the age of 12 
as a naval cadet on the Britannia 
at Spithead. His elder’ brother, 
Prince Albert, entered training at 
the same time, but George disposed 
of Albert with these words to the 
instructors: 

“Don't bother with my brother; 
he's going to be King. Teach me, 
I'm going to be a sailor.” 

Two years later George was rated 
a midshipman and made a cruise of 
the West Indies on the Bacchante. 
He made friends easily and was 
known as “Sprats” and “The Right 
Royal Pickle” to his shipmates. By 
the time he was 20, he had won 
several promotions and to make 
himself look older, started growing 
his famous beard... Up until the 
time of his brother’s death, he was 
constantly at sea and had advanced 
in rank from cadet to commander. 
But with his new duties as heir ap- 
parent, George found exclusive de- 
votion to the navy impossible. He 
did, however, find enough time in 
the next 10 years to qualify for the 
rank of Rear Admiral and then 
Vice Admiral. 

In 1893, Georve married the Prin- 
cess Victoria Mary of Teck, who 
had been betrothed to his elder 
brother, Prince Albert, at the time 
of his death. Their first child, the 
Prince Edward Albert, now Prince

of Wales, was born on June 23, 
1894, in White Lodge, Richmond. 

Soon after the death of his grand- 
mother, and his father’s accession 
to the throne, George and his wife 
set out on a tour of the dominion 
he would someday rule and before 
the death of Edward VII had made 
a complete tour of the world. Ev- 
erywhere they were lavishly enter- 
tained and George found it hard 
to conceal the fact that he was 
bored in many of the things ex- 
pected of him as heir apparent to 
the throne of England. He made 
no secret of the fact that he dis- 
liked laying cornerstones, continual 
rounds of handshaking and dull 
state receptions in his honor. What 
he did like was the travel itself, 
especially when it was upon water. 

But with the death of his father 
in 1910, George accepted the pomp 
and pageantry connected with the 
throne bravely, and although there 
was less grandiose display than un- 
der Edward VII, he realized that a 
cartain amount of it was unavoid- 
able. 

The great war gave George and 
his Queen an excuse’ for eliminat- 
ing many of the formalities which 
irked them both. And the depres- 
sion years gave them further excuse 
for discarding still more of the 
ceremony which’ surrounded 
throne.
